Debate  Scheduled  With  Mo.  Wesleyan 
— Enter  Oratorical  Contest. 

Definite  appointments  have  been 
made  for  the  oratorical  ui\d  debating 
contests.  A  contest  in  oratory  will 
be  held  at  Cape  Girardeau,  March  25. 
A  debate  between  Maryville  S.  T.  C. 
and  Missouri  Wesleyan  has  been  ar¬ 
ranged  for  April  8  to  be  held  at  Cam¬ 
eron.  The  subject  of  the  deb.ate  will 
be:  “Resolved  :  That  the  fcder.al 
government  should  establish  a  perm¬ 
anent  court  of  compulsory  arbitration 
embodying  the  principles  of  tlie  Kan¬ 
sas  law  or  the  settlement  of  labor  dis¬ 
putes  in  public  service  utilities.” 
The  constitution.ality  of  the  Kansas 
Law  will  not  be  considered.  The 
Maryville  team  will  discuss  the  af¬ 
firmative  side  of  the  question.  Each 
siieaker  will  be  allowed  fifteen  min¬ 
utes  in  which  to  present  his  argument 
.and  five  miiiutos  for  refutation. 

The  debating  league  includes  only 
three  state  colleges:  Springfield,  Cape 
Girardeau  and  Kirksvillc.  Thus  the 
Maryville  college  Avill  compete  in  the 
debate  only  with  private  schoi.ls.  Wo 
cii.allcnged  W.arrensbiu'g  for  a  debate 
but  she  did  not  answer  the  challenge. 
Practically  all  of  tlic  state  colleges 
have  entered  the  oratorical  contest. 

Any  student  is  invited  to  enter 
either  or  both  contests  but  if  be  wish¬ 
es  to  do  so  he  should  consult  Mr.  Mil¬ 
ler  at  once.  The  preliminary  for  the 
or.atorie.al  contest  will  be  held  Feb. 
22.  Tlie  one  for  deb.at.ing  will  prob¬ 
ably  bo  a  week  or  so  e.arlior.  A  def¬ 
inite  date  is  not  yet  fixed. 

This  is  the  first  time  we  h.ave  eom- 
peted  Avith  other  colleges  in  this  Avmy 
and  these  contests  afford  an  excel¬ 
lent  opportunity  for  those  Avho  are  in¬ 
terested  in  public  speaking.  The  col¬ 
lege  debating  class  meets  at  eight 
o’clock  and  the  class  in  oratory  at 
nine.  Any  contestants  desiring  to 
visit  these  classes  are  Avolcome  at  any 
time.  Valuable  suggestions  would 
probably  he  obtained  by  so  doing.

Anyone,  w’ho  has  an 
objective  w’ill  not  be  side-tracked  by 
some  minor  phase  w’hich  at  the  time 
might  attract  him  by  its  beauty  and 
blind  him  by  its  goal.  Short  cuts  are 
not  to  be  trusted;  everything  in  life 
that  is  worth  w’hilo  can  be  obtained 
only  by  hard  work.  Man  in  his  for¬ 
ward  progress  does  not  make  the 
grow’tii  as  a  tropical  plniNt  that  is 
unstable  but  as  the  oak  w’iiicli  is  firm 
and  durable. 

Ediication,  .in  one  sense  is  n  short 
cut;  but  it  must  be  founded  on  the 
fiindainentals.  The  Youth  may  not 
see  the  need  while  in  school  of  the 
basic  and  required  subjects  but  in  lat¬ 
er  life  he  appreciates  the  moutnl  dis¬ 
cipline  acquired.

Outline  of  County  Unit  Bill  Is  Pre¬ 
sented  for  Study. 

State  School  Superintendent,  Sam 
A.  Baker,  has  pre])ared  a  County  Unit 
Bill  for  the  reorganization  of  schools, 
to  be  placed  before  the  Legislature. 

The  object  is  to  make  the  county 
a  unit  for  taxation  Avith  the  hope  that 
the  money  may  bo  placed  Avhere  it 
will  do  the  most  good  to  every  indi¬ 
vidual  in  school. 

Following  is  a  brief  outline  of  the 
proposed  bill : 

I.  For  administration  and  taxation 
for  school  purposes,  the  county  shall 
be  organized  into  a  single  school  dis¬ 
trict,  except  consolidated,  toAvn,  and 
city  schools.  These  may  disorganize 
and  become  a  part  of  the  county  school 
district.  (Section  10870). 

II.  COUNTY  BOARD  OF  KDUCA- 
TION. 

(a)  Elected  by  the  people.  Six  in 
number,  and  not  more  than  one  from 
the  same  municipal  township. 

(b)  Length  of  term,  three  years; 
two  being  elected  each  year. 

(c)  Must  be  resident  tax  payers 
and  voters  of  the  .township  from 
w’hich  chosen. 

(d)  Duties:  Elect  a  county  sup- 
orinteiident  for  a  perid  of  four  years. 
Submit  rate  of  levy  for  school  moin- 
teuance;  submit  a  building  levy,  to 
be  voted  upon  by  the  voters  in  the 
county  school  district,  Imy  out  boun¬ 


dary  lines  for  larger  units  and  locate 
high  school  buildings.  I’rcscribe  pro¬ 
fessional  requirements  for  different 
classes  of  teachers.  Have  charge  of 
the  school  revenue  of  the  county 
school  district.  Contract  Avith  teach¬ 
ers  upon  nomination  of-  county  super¬ 
intendent  and  loc.al  school  board. 

HI.  COUNTY  SUPERINTENDENT. 

(a)  Elected  by  the  county  board 
of  education.  Serves  four  years,  may 
be  dismissed  sooner  for  cause. 

(b)  Salary  to  be  fixed  by  county 
board  of  education  after  1923. 

(c)  Duties:  Confer  Avith  local 
boards  on  nomination  of  teachers. 
Visit  schools,  hold  meetings,  plan 
school  work,  advise  Avith  .school  of¬ 
ficials,  receive  .all  reports  from 
clerks,  and  report  to  County  Clerk 
.and  State  Superintendent  of  Schools. 
To  execute  all  rules  and  regulations 
of  the  county  board  of  education, 
and  perform  such  other  duties  as  may 
bo  rcquii’od. 

IV.  LOCAL  SCHOOL  BOARD. 

(a)  Elected  by  the  qualified  vot¬ 
ers.  Term  of  office,  three  years. 

(b)  Must  be  resident  voters  and 
tax  payers  of  the  district. 

(c)  Duties:  Nominate  teachers 
by  and  Avith  consent  of  County  Sup¬ 
erintendent.  Have  ,care  of  bnildings 
and  grounds.  Nominate  janitors. 
Provide  all  necessary  material  and 
fuel  for  the  school  under  the  charge. 

Also  the  folloAving  bills  arc  to  be 
put  before  the  legislative  body. 

PHYSICAL  EDUCATION. 

We  should  have  a  laAv  proAdding 
for  a  physical  director  for  the  rural 
schools  of  each  countj'  in  the  State. 

HIGHER  /QUALIFICATIONS  FOR 
TEACHERS. 

Tlio  time  has  come  for  a  hiAV  pro- 
A'iding  for  four  years  of  high  school 
tr.aining  in  order  to  secure  a  third 
gr.ado  county  certific.ate. 

MINIMUM  ^W.\GE  FOR  TEACHERS. 

There  should  be  a  minimum  AA'agc 
laAV  eujieted  Avhich  should  establish  a 
scale  of  salaries  based  on  training, 
experience,  and  efficiency. 


Books  to  Choose  for  Children. 

The  class  in  .luvonilc  Liter.aturo 
are  studying  illustrated  books  and 
good  editions  of  the  classic  for  the 
adolescent. 

Reading  from  the  very  beginning 
should  feed  the  child’s  soul,  nourish 
his  imagination,  his  moral  impulses 
and  his  higher  aspirations. 

A  choic(>  library  beginning  with 
the  first  year  of  life  should  bo  made 
so  that  the  child  will  have,  at  differ¬ 
ent  periods  of  his  life,  suitable  books 
for  each  age.  Books  should  always 
delight,  uplift,  and  instruct  if  they 
are  to  please.  Therefore  acquaint  the 
child  first  Ai'ith  the  ’classical  books. 
Taste  for  classics  must  be  cultivated 
and  that  can  bo  done  only  by  becom¬ 
ing  familiar  with  the  best  books.  It 
is  best  to  choose  a  selected  and  limit¬ 
ed  list  of  books  that  live,  that  are 
vigorous,  that  are  elevating,  that  show 
the  effects  of  honest,  persistent  ef¬ 


fort  in  life,  rather  than  to  select 
“stuff”  that  is  wishy-washy,  debas¬ 
ing,  untrue  to  life,  dulling  to  the  fin¬ 
er  sentiments,  and  sensational  in 
style. — “The  girl  who  reads  her 
Dinsmore  cannot  step  into  Dickens 
nor  can  the  boy  AA'ho  reads  shelf  after 
shelf  of  Henry,  graduate  into  Scott.” 

Mediocre  books  Avritten  for  prompt 
and  cheap  entertainment  should  be 
avoided.  For  example — a  plot  pic¬ 
turing  a  boy  as  the  sole  support  of 
his  mother,  making  a  fortune  in  some 
impossible  Avay,  having  .a  series  of 
improbable  adventures  and  ending  a 
noble  influential  citizen  Avith  no  spec- 
i.'il  effort  on  the  part  of  the  boy,  is 
a  poor  type  of  book.  The  “series” 
books  are  full  of  such  plots  .and 
ideals.  In  them  life  is  Avrongly  pic¬ 
tured;  Avealth  and  success  come  Avith 
little  effort;  the  heroes  (Henty  and 
Alger  series  for  example)  are  Avood- 
on  and  seldom  show  true  emotions  or 
sentiment.  The  style  is  Avc.ak  and  the 
plot  Aveaker. 

In  buying  books  for  children  A\’hy 
not  choose  a  book  that  is  artistic  as 
AA'cll  as  entertaining,  pure  .and  Avholc- 
some. 


SAA'ecping  changes  are  being  made 
in  the  Avork  of  the  Salvation  Army  as 
a  result  of  prohibition.  In  the  past 
its  Avork  has  largely  been  among  those 
destroyed  by  the  saloons,  ,  but  that 
supply  has  been  cut  off  almost  en¬ 
tirely.  Thirty  of  their  industrial 
homes  in  Avhicli  there  used  to  be  10,- 
000  people,  have  been  closed.
